How The Derating Act 
Hits Retailers 


Govt. Action Needed Says Furnisher 


MEETING of Bristol retailers 

on June 10 was told that the 
effects of the Derating Acts of 1929 
hit them in two ways 

The fact that industrial premises 
paid only 25 per cent of their actual 
rates to the local authorities meant 
that retailers had to pay higher 
rates to make up the loss. Addition 
ally, householders were similarly 
affected, and because of enhanced 
rents and rates, had less to spend 
in shops. 

The meeting was 
Mr. Sidney Needoff, 
chester Independent Traders’ 
Alliance, who said rating in this 
country was an “ Alice in Wonder 
land” system 

Derating had been introduced 
during the slump to help heavy 
industry weather the storm. Under 
the original Act provision had been 
made for the Government to com- 
pensate local authorities by means 
of a block grant, for the per 
cent of rates on industrial 
premises The position was to be 
reviewed every five years 

In actual fact only one review had 
been made, in 1935. The war had 
prevented subsequent reviews, but in 
1948 a new measure had been intro 
duced, called the Exchequer Equal 
isation Grant

N the reports of the juries 
which judged entries for the 
Industrial Art Bursaries 

Competitions of the Royal 
Society of Arts there are some 
very trenchant criticisms of the 
work submitted. And those criti- 
cisms may be of considerable 
interest not only to design 
students but to all manufacturers 
and distributors of furnishings. 
tx While the furniture and 
carpet entries sent in received a 
certain amount of praise, the jury 
of the furnishing textiles section 
found that the work of designers 
had by no means improved. Most 
of the designs, says the jury, 
lacked both dignity and grace. 
There was also a lack of rhythm, 
of flowing line, and the “all too 
frequent haphazard assemblies of 
ill-assorted and ungainly motifs, 
often without any indication of 
repeating pattern” which could 
not be seriously described as 
designs for furnishing fabrics in 
any accepted sense. 

Many of the designs, it seems, 

were not improved by lifeless 
colouring, due partly to the 
misuse of poster paints and partly 
to an absence of, or undeveloped, 
colour sense. 
*% But perhaps the jury’s 
most interesting criticism is 
directed towards the majority of 
candidates who appeared to be 
striving after novelty. This is a 
serious fault which is found 
during every transitional period 
in design. We saw it in L’Art 
Nouveau in the 19th century. We 
saw it again during the “ Mod- 
ernist”” movement between the 
two World Wars. And in many 
of our present day furniture and 
furnishing designs we see that 
desperate striving after novelty 
for novelty’s sake which results 
in products that have no artistic 
merit and little saleability. 

The Bursary jury in the fabrics 
section found that nearly all the 


candidates seemed to think that 
the attainment of novelty 
necessarily required “ modern” 
designs; and in consequence few 
interesting results with a tradi- 
tional background were pro- 
duced. The jury indeed 
emphasises that “ modernity” 
is not necessarily a virtue in 
itself, and cannot provide a satis- 
factory solution to many of the 
furnishing textile producers’ 
problems. 

x On the other hand it is 
encouraging to see that the jury 
of the furniture section found 
that the designs had consider- 
ably improved over last year’s 
standard—and that intelligent 


research had been made into the 
practical problems involved. 

This is a good sign, for it is 
usually in a lack of understand- 
ing of manufacturers’ production 


difficulties that students fail to 
achieve really practical effects. 
xx There is no doubt that 
these annual Bursaries of the 
Royal Society of Arts are of 
great benefit to the furnishing 
industry, for they seek to 
encourage new and _ original 
designs for home equipment 
which must be the life blood of 
our progressive trade.

The houses were opened by Mr. 
Harold Macmillan, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on 
Wednesday, and will be open to the 
public for nearly three months. 

Representatives of local authorities 
are also being invited to inspect them, 
and visitors can see how houses 
which are out-of-date but structur- 
ally sound can be converted ot 
improved with the aid of grants from 
local authorities. Up to half the cost 
of the approved work of conversion 
or improvement (subject to a maxi- 
mum grant of £400 for each dwelling 
resulting) is available to house-owners 
wishing to improve their property and 
provide additional homes. 

One of the houses has been decora- 
ted and furnished by Ealing Studios, 
keeping the Victorian atmosphere, and 
another two have been con- 
verted horizontally into three modern 
self-contained flats. The top flat has 
been furnished by the Women’s 
Voluntary Services for less than £225, 
the middle flat by John Lewis & Co., 
Ltd. for under £500, while the 
ground-floor flat shows how the con- 
version is done. The fourth house 
shows examples of improvements 
which can be carried out without 
conversion,

NOTICEABLE trend in the 

latest prints is the recurring use 
of natural forms. Most ranges in- 
clude a proportion of geometrical 
abstracts, but the majority of printed 
furnishing fabrics are designed 
around foliage and flowers. In those 
atering for the more sophisticated 
markets there are also “still-life” 
examples of fruits, particularly of 
the more exotic species. 

Within the limitations imposed by 
lesigning around natural forms, it 
might be expected that a certain 
lack of variety would result, but a 
glance at the prints illustrated here 
will soon dispel that illusion.

Separated By Air Gap 

There is no mechanical connection 
between the driven and the driving 
members; they are separated by an 
air gap. The input member drives the 
output member by eddy-current mag 
netic drag. 3y varying the amount 
of drag the output member is made to 
run at any speed desired and thus 
variable ouput is obtained. The drag 
is obtained by providing one member 
with specially formed teeth, rather 
like gear-wheels side by side, between 
which is wound a coil. Excitation of 
this coil by a direct current sets up 
magnetic drag as soon as there is any 
rotation of one member relatively to 
the other. By varying the amount of 
excitation, weak or strong drags can 
be created, 

In practically all cases where 
variable speed is required from an 
A.C. supply this type of coupling can 
be of value. In furnishing plants 
where there is a large degree of 
electronic equipment and 
squirrel motors are used this is par 
ticularly true. The coupling can 
successfully be used in a conveyor 
line, heat treatment process drive, 
press drive, felt processing machinery, 
needle loom drive and so on

Aw frequency heating has been 
used for several years in the 
wood working industry for setting 
synthetic glues. Its main applications 
have been making joints in the 
assembly of furniture and cabinets, in 
the manufacture of plywood and lam 
inates and in producing materials 
from waste wood 

\ more recent development has 
been the application of this method 
of heating to the production of wood 
panels by edge glueing narrow strips, 
and a complete machine designed for 
this purpose has been installed at the 
High Wycombe works of E 
Ltd

Up To 13 Glue Lines 

This machine, the G.E.C, Fielding 
radio-frequency edge gluer, is used 
to make a variety of Lagos mahogany 
and obeche panels Over-all panel 
dimensions range from 18 in. long by 
404 in. wide to 58 in. long by 40 in 
wide. They are made in two thick- 
nesses, 9/16 in. or 13/16 in., and the 


shorter panels are glued two at a 


time. The number of glue lines varies 
from five to thirteen depending on the 
width of the stock being used 

The R.F. edge glueing machine is 
installed adjacent to a _ caterpillar 
cramp for producing similar panels 
using a cold setting glue Here the 
panels are cramped into position by 
hand and left for some two hours or 
more to travel round the wheel while 
the glue is setting 

Panels 46 in. long and 164 in. wide, 
and having seven glue lines, can be 
croduced with this cramp at a rate of 
eight per hour. By contrast the R.F. 
edge glueing machine produces 28 of 
these panels per hour. The advan- 
tages resulting from the use of a hot- 
setting glue are gained and individual 
panels, which can be glued within a 
minute or two, are immediately ready 
for the next production process. They 
remain comparatively cool due to the 
selective heating of the glue and can 
be handled as they leave the press. 


Press-button Cycle 


With this machine the glue setting 
process is carried out automatically 
once the stock, with glue applied, has 
been assembled on the feed table. The 
operator has only to press a button to 
initiate a complete cycle of opera- 
tions: the loading arm moves the 
assembled stock into the press and 
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returns to its normal position; vertical 
pressure is applied to the panel; after 
i short delay side pressure is applied 
and the R.F. power is switched on, At 
the end of the heating cycle the power 
is switched off; side pressure is 
released; and finally vertical pressure 
is released 

While these automatic operations 
are taking place an operator is 
assembling the mext panel which, 
when moved by the loading arm into 
the press, ejects the finished panel on 
to a roller-top table at the rear. 

The R.F. edge glueing machine was 
designed for the production of panels 
36 in. to 80 in. in length and up to 
1) in. in width, with a maximum 
thickness of 2 in. The stock may be 
of any available width and individual 
boards can be made up of strips of 
different widths 


Platens As Electrodes 


Enclosed in a sheet metal casing, 
the press has stainless steel platens 
which are used as electrodes to apply 
the R.F, power to the charge. The 
top platen is fixed and is electrically 
“live,” the vertical pressure being 
applied to the lower and electrically 
earthed platen. The unit has a self- 
contained electrically-driven com- 
pressor, Vertical pressure up to 10 
p.s.. is applied through eight cylin- 
ders, while six cylinders are used to 
apply a side pressure of up to 700 
p.s.i 

The feed table has a stainless steel 
top, mounted at a height which 
allows stock to be moved directly into 
the press. The table has a raised stop 
along both edges, and either stop, 
together with the face of the loading 
arm, can be used as a jig against

Recent reports indicate that there 
has been some delay of shipments of 
Japanese oak on contract delivery 
dates. This is naturally causing some 
concern to importers in view of the 
present considerable shortage of good 
quality oak and the difficulty in 
supplying consumers’ needs, Reports 
vary as to the probable trend of 
supply from this market, but, in 
general it seems that the quantity of 
hardwood available this year from 
Japan will be very limited 

” * * 

Main item of news from the ply 
wood market concerns the Timber 
Directorate’s stocks of exterior grade 
Douglas fir plywood It will be 
remembered that it was recently 
announced that the whole of the 
National stock of plywood had been 
cleared with the exception of this 
material, which was reserved for 
shipbuilding purposes. The Ministry 
of Materials, however, recently 
announced that this material had been 
reduced to under 9,000 bundles, and 
as specifications were now out of 
balance, it had been decided to offer 
this remaining stock for sale without 
any restrictions as to its end us¢ 
This means, of course, that traders 
in general will be free to purchase 
any items of interest. Moreover, it 
is another step forward along the 
road to complete freedom and the 
ultimate winding-up of the Timber 
Directorate

There has been some speculation on 
future supplies of Russian plywood
